The Woman-Suffrage Tea Party. 
WENDELL PHILLIPS'S REMARKS, IN BRIEF. 

Mr. Phillips, in opening, gave a short sketch 
of the occurrences that led to the throwing 
overboard of the tea. In. that day, he con- 
tinued, England thought it could awe Boston 
into submission, and this corner of it where you 
stand, this original Faneuil Hall, was once filled 
with British troops. As Matthew Byles said, 
when Boston asked to have her wrongs repealed, 
England sent red-dress. I don’t believe if Sam 
Adams were alive to-day he would say anything 
about taxation without representation. No! He 
would talk about the Maine liquor law, woman’s 
right to vote, cooperation, the system of finance, 
and would stand again, to-day, at the head of 
the van of reformers of his age. His system 
would render it impossible for any man to get 
more than $50,000. ‘This meeting, assembled 
with only one dominant purpose—that woman 
shall have a place at the ballot box, is the literal 
descendant of that of 1776. If in nature it is pos- 
sible for our fathers to look down on the changed 
condition of affairs on this earth, they are giving 


1773 elaborated the philosophy that made us a 
nation; the material they prepared is such that 
we could not show the century before, and the 
century after cannot show us. We have had 
gas, the telescope, the telegraph, and the present 
organization of wealth has facilitated produc- 
tion beyond measurement. These four great 
agencies have advanced the world so that she 
has made a progress greater than that of three 
hundred years before, and a greater than she 
will make for two centuries to come. To-day, 
both here and in Europe, the tendency is not to 
material, but to social, changes. The changes 
in Europe are political and social in their broad- 
est serse. She clutches that republicanism we 
have forgotten. Republicanism will blot out 
half the thrones of Europe before long. In 
England, only the question of land is in the way ; 
100,000 men will rise up to settle that, and the 
dynasty will be closed. I believe France has 
seen the end of the Bourbons and the Bona- 
partes. With the exception of d’Aumale, no 
genius of any great name survives; and Ger- 
many rules over the Rhine with an organized 
power. ‘The heart of France aches for revenge, 
and no Bonaparte or Bourbon can rise to aid 
her. If she falls to them she will be only a 
second-rate power; only by her soldiery with 
a republic behind them car she cross the Rhine. 
I also look to a republic in Spain; the race of 
kings is gone; there is no queen and no prince 
as an heir-presumptive; so Castelar has a free 
chess-board and a good chance for success. 
On that side of the world there is a vast leap 
in political progress on this side it is social. 
Tear down the tyranny of tue capitalist, lift up 
the laborer, and summon into the ranks the moral 
influence of both sexes! The social agencies 
are as wide as the political a hundred years ago. 
Gibbon wrote the downfall of the Roman Em- 
pire; and so the boy is born to-day who will 
write the downfall of the American republic 
unless these things are attended to. Only the 
social added to the political elements of our fa- 
thers can change us. Philanthropy, it is said, 
makes two blades of grass grow where one did 
before; but philanthropy can do a better work 
‘than this; it can give a freeman room to raise 
one blade of grass; that is the work we are bid 
to accomplish; that is the only use that we can 
fairly make of this hall in which we stand. If 
it is the cradle of liberty for another hundred 
years, it is to be the cradle/of social changes 
as advanced as the}political in the Fundred years 
gone by. ‘‘America—her cause is the cause of 
human freedom.” This is the watchword and the 
toast that I would propose to-day. Our fathers 
shut the door against women and the negro, and 
narrowed this sentiment down to a white male 
republic. Thank God! they left us a root. If 
they did an imperfect work, they did not plant 
an imperfect principle. Dugald Stewart says: 
‘It is the man who plants wrong principles who 
does the greatest harm to the race.” Our fa- 
thers, if they avoided the issue, never trampled 
on a principlé. I saw an Englishman look 
over our Declaration of Independence for the 
first time, and as-he caught sight of those mag- 
nificent sentences in it he cried out, with the 
Lenthusiasm of # boy, ‘‘That’s. good! that’s 
grand! that’s splendid—give me a’copy!” But 
the spirjf*of the Declaration. of Independence 
crept out in other ways than in the pledge of 
the right of free speech and the abolishing of 
the law of entail. It crept out when Garrison 
made the solemn pledge, ‘‘I will not retreat a 
single inch, and I will be heard.” It will creep 
out again to-morrow, when the Garrison of that 
day treats the sexes and sects and races and 
colors and says: ‘‘Broad as the race is the obli- 
gation of this sublime pledge of our fathers.”

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The Death of Professor Agassiz. 
The whole scientific world, in concurrence 
with our own local community, has reason to 
deplore the death, on Sunday last, of the dis- 
tinguished naturalist, Louis Agassiz. This took 
place at Cambridge, after an illness of a few 
days, during which paralysis, beginning in the 
neighborhood of the throat, spread gradually 
over the entire system. He was, simply, the 
victim of overwork, of which danger he had 
frequently been warned. It is told of him that, 
about six years since, he consulted his physi- 
cian with a desire to know if, providing he 
should rest for about three years, he could be 
assured of three full years following for down- 
right hard work. He was examined, and told 
that he might count on that probability. Accord- 
ingly he rested, did little mental toil, and was 
comparatively idle. Then followed, as pro- 
posed, hard thought and incessant application, 
including the establishment of tne natural his- 
tory school on Penikese Island last summer— 
which, probably, was the cause of his breaking 
down. He had his three years of hard work, 
and, then, his death! 

Professor Agassiz was born at Motiérs, Swit- 
zerland, in 1807; studied at Zurich, Heidelberg 
and Munich, and was famous abroad before 
coming, in. 1846, to this country. For a year 
he was connected with the U. S. Coast Survey, 
and then accepted the chair of geology and 
zoology at Harvard. The science of ichthy- 
ology almost owes its existence to his indus- 
trious researches; and the care with which he 
studied the action 6f glaciers on the earth's 
surface has had a marked influence upon the 
geological theories which are now generally ac- 
cepted. Ilis devotion to science was so enthu- 
siastic that offers of money for his opinion in 
matters whereon his judgment had a high market 
value sometimes aroused his wrath to such a 
degree that he became almost speechless. Yet 
by marriage and social surroundings he had a 
considerable income, and was one of the most 
successful applicants for pecuniary aid from in- 
dividuals and the State, in behalf of his favorite 
work, that we have ever had among us. He 
has sometimes been charged with too persistent 
solicitation, but this has always been attributed 
to his splendid enthusiasm rather than a selfish 
purpose to have endowed his museum of natural 
history. Ife has also been accused of a lack of

taxation. His recommendations and estimates 
in respect to an increase of taxes are as fol- 
lowa: Tax on tea and coffee, $20,000,000; 
spirits, ten cents a gallon additional, $7,000,- 
000; tobacco, four cents a pound additional, 
$4,000,000 ; illuminating gas, $2,500,000 ; gross 
receipts of railroads, $6,000,000; gross receipts 
of steamboats, $600,000; insurance companies, 
$1,300,000; telegraph receipts, $250,000 ; total, 
$41,560,000. To this may be added ten mil- 
lions by restoring the taxes formerly named in 
Schedule B, which include stamps on legal in- 
struments, deeds, mortgages, etc. 

This amount thug raised would give the 
finances ease at once, and make plain sailing 
for the Secretary. But it is not in accord with 
the sentiment, evidently, of Congress, which 
fears to increase taxation in the present sensi- 
tive condition of the people concerning politi- 
cal management. The salary-grab here, again, 
comes in as a disturbing element. Had not the 
last Congress shown its rapacity in this respect, 
the people would probably have willingly sub- 
mitted to a slight increase of taxes; but to 
have a majority of the same men who made 
that fatal onslaught upon the treasury for their 
own selfish gratification vote to put additional 
burdens upon the community would arouse an 
opposition that might sweep the dominant party 
overboard. It is evident the majority dares not 
resort to this expedient. So we are to have 
instead a thorough overhauling of the esti- 
mates, a radical curtailment of expenditures, 
the abolition of all needless bureaus, boards 
and officers, and a general prudence and econ- 
omy. This is, in itself, a wise procedure, though 
one which should have been inaugurated with- 
out the impelling necessity of embarrassed 
finances. We trust the pruning-knife will be 
laid freely upon all excrescences in the public 
service; and that we shall speedily get back to 
the old and safe rule of economic administra- 
tion, eupplemented by faithfulness and com- 
petency in our publicervants. j

Byornson’s AMERICAN CoLony.—Bjornson, 
the Norwegian poet and novelist, who an- 
nounced some time ago that he would leave his 
native country and settle in the United States, 
is now making the final preparations for em- 
barking with a colony of 700 Norwegians for 
this country. The Golden Age of New York 
says this accession to the immigrant popula- 
tion in this country, according to the statement 
published by Mr. Bjornson in the papers of 
Christiana and Trondjhem, will far surpass in 
character and means previous bands of immi- 
grants from the Norseland. Two hundred of 
Bjornson’s immigrants are stalwart young mar- 
ried men, and the aggregate means of the col- 
ony will not fall short ot $400,000. No definite 
point in this country has been selected for 
these 700 immigrants; but it is more than 
probable that they will settle in New Jersey, 
near Vineland, Mr. Bjornson having negotiated 
some time past for a tract of land near that 
place. The colony consists mostly of young 
farmers; but among its members is a physician, 
and a young Christiana journalist, Mr. Steen= 
son, who intends to publish a Norwegian paper 
as soon as the immigrants have made a fair be- 
ginning in their new homes. Bjornson himself 
will be the clergyman of the colony, all the 
members belonging to th Lutheran faith. Mr. 
Bjornson has caused all those who enrolled 
their names on his list to sign a solemn temper- 
ance pledge, and his young companions look 
with great enthusiasm for their transfer to 
American shores. A peculiar feature of the 
constitution of the colony, as drawn up by 
Bjérnson, is that the members pledge them- 
selves to abstain from legislation, and to leave 
the decision of all causes of dissension to a court 
of arbitration that is to be elected once a year. 
The immigrants will leave Gothenberg about the 
15th of January, by a large Swedish vessel 
specially chartered for this purpose.

ARBITRATION FoR INTERNATIONAL DIFFER- 
ENCES.—Senator Sumner, on the Ist inst., sub- 
mitted the following resolutions, which are in 
acccord with his lifetime principles :-— 

Whereas, by internatiénal law and existing 
custom, war is recognized as a form of trial tor 
the pansion of differences between na- 
tions ; 

Whereas, for generations good men have pro- 
tested against the irrational character of this 
arbitrament, where foree instead of justice pre- 
vails, and have anxiously sought for a substi- 
tute in the nature of a judicial tribunal, all of 
which was expressed by Franklin in his excla- 
mation: ‘*When will mankind be convinced that 
all wars are follies, very expensive and very 
mischievous, and agree to settle their differences 
by arbitration?” anc 

; Whereas, war oncéprevailedin the determina- 

tion of differences between individuals, between 
cittes, between counties, and’between provinces, 
being recognized in all these cases as the arbiter 
of justice, but at last yielded to a judicial tribu- 
nal, and now, in the progress of civilization, 
the time has come for’the extension of this hu- 
mane principle to nations, so that their differ- 
ences may be taken from the arbitratfient of war, 
and, in conformity with these examples, sub- 
mitted to a judicial tribunal; and 

_ Whereas, arbitration has been formally recog- 
nized as u substitute for war in the determina- 
tion of differences between nations, being espe- 
cially recommended by the Congress of Paris, 
where were assembled the representatives of 
England, France, Russia, Prussia, Austria, 
Sardinia and Turkey, and afterward adopted by 
the United States in formal treaty with Great 
Britain for the determination of differences 
arising from depredations of British cruisers, 
and also from opposing claims with regard to 
the San Juan boundary; and 

Whereas, it becomes important to considerand 

settle the true character of this beneficent tribu- 
nal, thus commended and adopted, so that its 
authority and completeness as a substitute for 
war may not be impaired, but strengthened and 
upheld, to the end that civilization niay be ad- 
vanced and war be limited in its sphere: There- 
fore, 
_ (1) Resolved, That in the determination of 
international differences arbitration should be- 
come a substitute for war in reality as in name, 
and, therefore, coéxtensive with war in juris- 
diction, so that any question or grievance which 
might be the occasion of war or of misunder- 
standing between nations should‘ be considered 
by this tribunal. 

(2.) Resolved, That the United States, having 
at heart the cause of peace everywhere, and 
hoping to help its permanent establishment ve- 
tween nations, hereby recommend the adoption 
of arbitration as a just and practical method for 
the determination of international differences, 
to be-maintained sincerely and in good faith, so 
that war may cease to be regarded as a proper 
form of trial between nations. 

Tue Tea Festivats.—The New England 
Woman-Suffrage Association has reason to be 
proud of its celebration on Monday. Never 
was a finer-appearing or more intelligent com- 
pany of ladies and gentlemen assembled in Old 
Faneuil than on that occasion. The hall was 
densely crowded. Col. Higginson presided with 
great tact, and grand addresses were made by 
Wendell Phillips, Mrs. Livermore, James Free- 
man Clarke, Fred. Douglass, Mr. Garrison, Dr. 
Bartol, Mrs. Stone, and others. Mrs. Howe 
read a choice little poem, letters were presented 
from distinguished absentees, and there was 
singing, and melody generally. This resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted :— 

Whereas, a bill has just been introduced into 
the Senate of the United States by Mr. Freling- 
huysen to disfranchise the women of Utah and 
subject them to the proscriptions of the com- 
mon law of England: therefore, be it Resolved, 
That this assembly of nen and women of New 
England, as convened in Faneuil Hall to cele- 
brate the enfranchisement of the Boston Tea 
Party, unite in calling upon Congress to modify 
or defeat the bill. 

On Tuesday evening the ‘ladies’ tea party” 
came off in Faneuil Hall, Josiah Quincy pre- 
sided, who was as happy as usual. Capital ad- 
dresses were made by Robert C. Winthrop, 
Thomas Russell, Edward Everett Hale, Samuel 
M. Quincy, and Messrs. Brown and Fraley of 
Philadelphia. Mr. Emerson read a character- 
istic poem, but, cruel man! declined to allow 
the reporters to print it. So we have an ex- 
pectation additional to be realized sooner or 
later. The ladies were very charming — no 
more so, however, than usual by being dressed 
in antique costume, with .powdered hair and 
court-plaster spots on their fair faces. 

At Tremont Temple, the same evening, there 
was a medley entertainment which was greatly 
relished by the crowds present. Gov. Wash- 
burn presided, and Gen. Banks made the prin- 
cipal speech. ‘There was music on the organ, 
and singing by Mrs. Barry and Mrs. West, and 
others—Mrs. Barry winning the palm for her 
rare sweetness of voice and splendid execution, 
though Mrs. West had hosts of demonstrative 
admirers.

RETRENCHMENT.

tion committees directing the President to have 
the estimates of the different Cepartments re- 
vised, gave us a lively dehate in the House on 

Monday, in which Messrs. Dawes, Garfield and 

Butler took the leading parts. Mr. Dawes was 

ready with his usual supply of palliatives, while 

General Butler was for applying a vigorous 

treatment and bold remedies. Calling on the 

department to reduce their expenditures makes 

a good showing; unlike the merchant prince— 

who waits until he suspends payment before 

he reduces the expenses of his establishment—

THE RUSH FOR THE SPOILS. 

One of the most interesting and instructive 
lessons to the stadents of human nature, or to 
that phase of it developed in the average Con- 
gressman, in the mad rush after appointments, 
is to be learned in an hour spent in the appoint- 
ment-room of any one ot the departments. It 


such a man with the sad fact that the civil-servic 
rules lately adopted ard really in force, and that 
his tpse dizit will not avail in getting an appoint- 
ment for some one among his constituents whom 
he has promised a clerkship in Washington. 
He is appalled with the statement, and cannot at 
all understand the situation. ‘he pressure that 
has been made against the new system has re- 
sulted in excluding from the competitive ex- 
amination the nine-hundred-dollar clerkships. 
This grade was‘originally created for the ladies 
when the departments were first opened to them, 
and men were not eligible to them. since the 
adoption of the new system these clerksbips 
have been opened to male and female clerks 
alike, and the pressure that has been brought 
to bear to secure these places is something fear- 
ful to contemplate. This has been, and will 
continue to be, a great misfortune to the ladies 
holding these positions, as the political influence 
brought to bear against them cannot be over- 
ruled in their favor. There were a large number 
of ladies dismissed from the Treasury Depart- 
ment a short time ago to make places for the 
appointments of the new members. Had the 
civil-service rules requiring a competitive ex- 
amination been in force, there would have been 
no incentive to dismiss these clerks, as their 
places could unly have been filled in the regular 
way. Now that the restriction is only taken 
from this grade, the pressure upon it will be so 
great as to keep the incumbents in an ague of 
fear continually, and their last condition is de- 
cidedly worse than the first. The President in 
his mesvage expresses very decidedly dissatis- 
faction with the working of the rules, and calls 
upon Congress to unite with the executive in 
order to render them effective. “he scheme 
finds few supporters in Congress, and a strong 
effort will be made*this session to break it up 
altogether. Members of Congress will not wil- 
lingly give up the patronage they have wielded 
so long, although they passed the law by a large 
majority under which the change has been made. 
The system is so very defective in its working 
that undoing it altogether will not be so difficult 
atask. If a more just and equitable adjust- 
ment of the whole matter had been made in the 
beginning—a more practical and sensible plan 
of examination—and promotion had been al- 
lowed, and, above all, some sort of protection to 
the clerk had been provided for, civil-service 
reform would have been firmly engrafted upon 
the political institutions of the government. 
As it is, the blundering and patchwork that has 
resulted from the attempt will, it is feared by 
the friends of the returm, be the cause of its 
present defeat.

SPECIAL TO THE COMMONWEALTH. 
Lonpon, Nov. 27, 1873. 
REGARD FOR OLD ENGLAND. 

Let the American go where he will—to Paris, 
to its Louvre and Boulevarts; to Vienna, and 
its Exposition; to Berlin, with its concerts; to 
Italy, the Rhine arid Holland—so long as the 
charm of novelty has sway, so long will he be 
contented; bat let him cross again the tem- 
pestuous “Channel,” and no sooner does the 
beauty of the English shore fill his eye, and the 
music of the English tongue his ear, than a 
sensation of relief and companionship gains 
possession of his breast which endows the 
chalky cliffs of Dover with a fascination akia 
to that exerted by a distant glimpse of .Cape 
Cod from the deck of a westward-bound Cun- 
arder. The ready-wit will explain this glad 
return to Britain through the medium of our 
common language and a certain similarity in 
the customs of the two nations. — Such reason- 
ing cannot be denied; but there is another con- 
sideration which, of itself, widens the gulf be- 
tween England and the nations of Europe. I 
refer to the utter absence in England of extor- 
tion, deceit and false-hearted civility. These 
vices are sv omnipresent upon the continent as 
to mar the pleasure of every hour, aye, minute, 
of the day. Insincerity appears a cardinal vir- 
tue of the French; nor are their neighbors tar 
behind in the practice of this Gallic accom- 
plishment. However, two hours upon a toss- 
ing channel-boat and one is ameng a brusque, 
out-spoken, but sincere people. 

‘ TOWARDS LONDON. 

The railroad arrangement= are comfortable 
and admirably managed, so that the run up to 
London through the beautiful scenery of the 
southern counties is one of unending pleasure. 
‘As the sun sets and the chill mists of the No- 
vember night arise, Chiselhurst, the residence of 
the ex- Empress of the French, is passed ; Seven 
Oaks, the country-seat of so many of the nobility 5 
Sydenham, with the Crystal Palace glistening 
like a diamond upon the hill-side, and finally 
the lighted ayenues, bridges and stations of the 
great city. Upon the outskirts the guard ap- 
pears at the Garriage-window and in pure Eng- 
lish dialect cries: ‘All tickets, please!” which, 
to our ears, wearied by the accents of the slip- 
shod French, are words worth all the grand 
recitations of Mounet-Sully at the Theatre 
Francais. Away, then, over the roofs of the 
crowded streets to Blackfriars Bridge, from 
which the Thames and its embankments seem 
decorated for a Féte des Flambeaux on account 
of the innumerable gas-jets and cab-lights, 
steamboat and barge torches. The muddy 
water gleams with a leaden brilliancy, while 
“Big Ben” in the Westminster Tower tolls the 
first hour of the early evening. The examina- 
tion of baggage is rapidly becoming a dead-let- 
ter, and one is svon in a ‘thansom” dashing 
away through the surging streets, illuminated 
shops, and the misty parks and squares. 

LONDON. 

London is techicaily ‘‘out of season” in No- 
vember, althaugh all the mansions are occu- 
pied, the highest grades of evening entertain- 
ment are offered on every hand, and all the | 
notables ‘came up to town” long since, with | 
the exception of the royal family. Still, the 
weather at present is most disagreeable by rea- | 
son of the fogs which are so dense as to neces- 
sitate the lighting of gas by two o’clock in the | 
afternoon. These fogs are indeed a feature of 
London lite, and by no means the most pleasur- 
able. So capricious are they that in the space 
of tern minutes they will so impose upon a 
bright, sunny day as to bring about the sem- 
blance of murky night. Unlike the gray fogs 
of America, they are of an amber hue, and im- 
pregnated with smoke to a degree which affects 
the cyes with violent smarting and fills the 
nostrils and lungs with the pungent odor of oily 
coal.- Such are the circumstances which are 
detrimental to weak Jungs, and which place 
bronchitis and consumption at the head of the 
list of national diseases. Upon lamenting upon 
this abnormal condition of the atmosphere in 
the presence of a Guelph, he suddenly turned 
with unwonted spirit and remarked: ‘‘Aw, you 
know, my dear sir, that were it not for our fogs 
our land would be a paradise, which might seri- | 
ously interfere with the proper contemplation | 
of the hereafter, you see!”

But it may encourage you to know that 
there are only four men in all the great city of 
New York who do this, and any one of you may 
be a fifth. 
John Guy and General Cass.—In years gone 
by there dwelt in Washington John Guy, a char- 
acter in his way, in connection with whom Col- 
onel Forney tells the following anecdote, or 
rather quotes it from Daniel Dougherty, one of 
Philadelphia’s ablest lawyers and most brilliant 
raconteurs: Guy kept the National Hotel in 
Washington, and among his guests was General 
Cass, then Senator from Michigan. Guy dressed 
like Cass, and, although not as portly, his face, 
including the wart, was strangely similar. One 
day a Western friend of the house came in after 
a long ride, dusty an@tired, and, walking up to 


spent but one day cach at London, Paris and 


the greater part of the time in Vienna; but 
during the latter part of his stay abroad he vis- 
ited the important cities of the continent, and 
made 700 collections of reports and documents 
bearing on education—a quantity sufficient to 
‘occupy him, he said, the rest of his life in di- 
gesting. In regard to the exposition at Vienna, 
he found that America stood well in the matter 
of school furniture, but in regard to school build- 
ings and in other respects she was considerably 
behind her European competitors. In regard 
to school buildings Sweden took the lead, and 
Austria and Germany were well beside her. 
To show the more clearly the vast progress 
which had been made in Austria during the last 
quarter century he quoted from a report by 
Horace Mann on the school systems of Europe, 
made thirty years ago, in which Austria was 
shown to be far behind the other nations in sup- 
porting public education. Though that may 
have been the condition ot affairs then, he 
would hold up the Austria of to day as an ex- 
ample for the world to follow. He then went 
into a detailed description of the schools of that 
large empire, of the manner in which they were 
graded and conducted, and of the apparatus and 
the buildings employed. In respect to primary 
schools, he thought those of this country were, 
perhaps, as good as any, but in all the other 
grades Austria and Germany were far ahead of 
us. He found all the Austrian schools of the 
middle and higher grades most thoroughly 
equipped in regard to libraries and apparatus ; 
some single schools he saw have philosophical 
instruments, etc., worth as high as $20,000. 
Their buildings also were complete in every re- 
quirement, and many of them cost upwards of 
$500,000. The system of instruction was next, 
dwelt.on, and was shown to be of the most 
thorough character, both as respects the extent 
of the studies taught and the methods of teach- 
ing employed. He also found that the girls in 
the higher as well as the lower schools were 
taught needlework, and that everywhere the 
gymnasium was a part of the regular course of 
instruction. Mr. Philbrick closed by hoping 
that efforts would be made to remedy all exist- 
ing defects in our American schéols, and make 
them the equal of any in the world.
